The extremities should be rubbed with 
spirits, if at hand; a woollen cloth or flesh-brush 
should be used; the face bathed in cold water; 
volatile spirits applied to the nostrils, and a hot 
brick applied to the feet—if the fainting fit be 
a protracted one; and a flannel wet with spirits 
applied to the stomach. 


Coucus, BLEEDING OF THE LUNGS AND
